Slmpkins. who for several years have 
conducted The Little An Shop In the 
Tillage, and who will re-open their 
(hop at'the new location the flrst of 
August. Mr. and Mrs. Peter Longen- 
dyke. who maintained their resid- 
ence at the Tannery Brook House for 
20 years, bare in turn purchased the 
former Charlie Cooper residence, 
nearjne Lutheran Church. 


The Tannery Brook 
House 
is 


known everywhere, not for.what it 
once represented but for what it has 
become the symbol of since Long en- 
dyke ownership.- It w»8 there that 
Mrs. .Longendyke established the 
boarding house which 
carried 
on 


and enlarged tbe reputation 
she 


achieved when, having come to 
Woodstock from Sangerties In 1902. 
she fed the flrst newly arrived artists 


who eventually achieved fame for th 
village. 


The Tannery Brook House is o 


early dating. It was made Into 
residence by the Longendykes.

to that time it was a pan 
of th 


Davis estate, a family of tanners' an 
farmers, who used the building as 
combination livery stable and carri 
age shop. It takes its name from th 
stream which flows close to th 
house, crosses the main road an 
drops, precipitously a hundred yards 
away where dace th& thriving tan 
nery stood. 


It is unusual with any variety o 


local landmarks anywhere that thev 
seem more vitally a pan of the pres 
ent than of the past. It is in thl 
that perhaps the greatest tribute t 
the Longendykes can be paid, . 
tribute well-founded when it is con 
sidered that every year since the 
house commenced taking .boarders 
many people without funds and no 
other assurance of credit save their 
own agreement to pay in the future 
have been kept for months by Mrs 
Longendyke.

TN THE days before the beach pa- 
* jama and the shorts, the woman 
who donned masculine attire let her- 
self in for serious consequences.
